CUBAN — 


IT IS AGAIN ASSUMING 2 
SERIOUS ASPECT. 


Uprising of the Inhabitants Against 
the Spanish Government Tak- 
ing Place at Different 

Points.

NEW YORK, March 5.—The steamer 
Vigilancia, which arrived yesterday, brings 
news from the revolution in C Ac- 


cording to the passengers the revolt is of |. 


a more serious character than the Span- 
ish authorities seem willing to admit. 
La Luncha, the leading Republican pa- 
per of Havana, under date of February 
28 gives the following account of the dif- 
ferent outbreaks: The first news of the 


‘| revolt was received in Manzanillo Febru- 


ary 23. A party of over fifty men at Cali- 
cito had broken out into the familiar cry 
of the Cuban patriots, “Viva Cuba Libre.“ 
(Long live Cuba.) 

The band was headed by Don Bastolo 
Maso, one of the leaders of the revolution 


in 1869. He was accompanied by Don 
Amador Guerra and Don Enrique. Ces- 
pedes. 


Another outbreak was in Maire, but the 
object there was to procure the 
of the Alcalde of Jiguani, and the imme- 
diate establishment of reforms long rec- 
ommended by Don Maura in the Spanish 
courts. 

Still another revolt manifested itself in 
Joguey Grande. The imme- 
diately raised the cry Cuban liberty. 
Their success was of short duration, for 
they were met by a detail of government 
troopse and defeated. They retired in 
Cienaga de Zepata, where it is very diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to follow them. 
This band is headed by the schoolmaster 
of Joguey, accompanied by his seven sons. 

In the eastern part of the island there 
is another outbreak that seems to’ be of 
more serious character, as the government 
has sent from Havana a battalion of 
troops belonging to the regiment of Isa- 
bel la Cottoloca, under the command of 
Col. Fidel Santoilldes, to subdue it. An- 
other party of revolutionists has been dis- 
covered at Marroro, near Colon. In Guan- 
tonoma there is another uprising. 

The last revolt reported is in Seiba 
Mocha, and was headed by the famous ban- 
dit, Manuel Garcia. He proposed to plun- 
der in the name of freedom. But one day 
his party murdered a mulatto named Jose 
Lopez. The report of the gun which killed 
Lopez frightemed Garcia’s horse, and he 
dashed away. When he was returning 
the whole party met him with a volley. 
He fell from his horse desperately 
wounded. He was placed on another horse 
to be taken, to Seboretcal, but he died in 
the woods. There he was discovered Mon- 
day and taken to Lamocha and buried 


there. Everybody thought at the time that 


the body was that of Juan Sasea, another 
bandit. 

The body was exhumed February 26 and 
recognized as that of Garcia. A photo- 
graph of the dead bandit was taken. '

NEW YORK, March 5.—Judge Barrett 
has granted an absolute divorce to Mrs. 
Alva Vanderbilt from William K. Van- 
derbilt. 

The decree awards the custody of the 
children to Mrs. Vanderbilt, it being pro- 
vided they shall be educated in the United 
States. The action was begun January 
3 last. The defendamt put in an answer 
denying the chatges. Edmund Kelly was 
appointed referee to hear and determine 
and file a report on January 18. February 
5 and 25 hearings were had at special 
terms of the Supreme Court before Jus- 
tice Barrett on miotion to confirm the re- 
mony. 

_ Mr. Vanderbilt om the latter day ten- 
dered the plaintiff a deed whereby he con- 
veyed property im satisfaction for -claims 
for alimony. Joseph H. Choate, William 
Jay and William Adur were counsel for 
the plaintiff. Messrs. Anderson, Howland 
and Murray represented the defendant.. 

It is said the break between Mr. and 
Mrs. Vanderbidt came at the close of the 
yachting trip om the Valiant last summer, 
during which it is alleged Mrs. Vander- 
bilt was subjected to indignities in the 
presence of their friends that made it im- 
possible to longer defer action. It is al- 
leged that Vanderbilt’s relations with Mlle. 
Neustretter were openly paraded by him 
with the purpose of forcing his wife to 
take cognizance of them. Vanderbilt’s 
friends assert that prior to this yachting 
trip his behavior toward Mrs. Vanderbilt 
had always been considerate and that he 
conducted himself in an exemplary man- 
ner.

here in the person of his attorneys and 
having duly served on the plaintiff’s attor- 
neys an answer to the said complaint 
herein, and putting in issue the allega- 
tions of adultery,therein contained, and an 
order having been duly entered in this sec- 
tion whereby it was referred to Edmund 
Kelly, Esq., counselor at law, as sole 
referee to hear and determine the issues, 
and referee having made his report thereon 
bearing date of January 19, 1895, pursuant 
to the said order, with the evidence and 
proceedings taken before him, by which 
report it appears and said referee finds 
and decides among other things that the 
material allegations of the complainant in 
this action are true, and that the parties, 
plaintiff and defendant, were married in 
the city and State of New York on the 20th 
of April, 1875, and were residents of the 
State of New York at the time of the 
‘marriage and at the time of the com- 
mencement of this action, and thak the de- 
fendant had been guilty of the acts of 
adultery, as charged in the complaint, 
as the said report found; and as the plain- 
tiff is a proper person to have the care 
and custody of the children of the mar- 
riage, namely Consuela Vanderbilt, Will- 
fam K. Vanderbilt, Jr., and Harold S. Van- 
derbilt; that the defendant is a man of con- 
siderable ‘means and able to provide for 
his wife and family, and that the plaintiff 
is entitled to suitable provision for the 
support of herself and for the educa- 
tion and maintenance of said chil- 
dren; and the said referee having 
directed that judgment be entered in this 
action in favor of the plaintiff and dis- 
solving the marriage between the partie:

The utmost secrecy was maintained in 
the action and all the papers were sealed 
and it is impossible to get any further 
details. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt will, it is reported, leave 
her present residence and will hereafter 
live at her Newport house or in the hand- 
some residence recently purchased by her 
in this city. She will live with her chil- 
dren. 

It is understood that the settlement 
upon Mrs. Vanderbilt includes the marble 
palace at Newport, the residence at Fifty- 
second etreet and Fifth avenue and money 
amd securities that will make her income 
$300,000 a year. 

The “woman in the case” is Nellie 
Neustretter, one of the most beautiful 
queens of the Parisian demi-monde. Van- 
derbilt is said to have given her all his 
winnings at the last Grand Prix de Paris. 

At present Mr. Vanderbilt is cruising on 
board his yacht, the Valiant, in the Medit- 
erranean with a party of friends. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt and her friends have 
made all their arrangements for sailing 
for Europe, having planned to occupy 
palatial quarters at Paris. 


ANOTHER REPORT. 


The Full Details of the Cause of the 
Divorce. 
8y Telegraph to The Times. 
NEW YORK, March 5.—(Special Dis- 


patch.) Justice Barrett at a special term 


of the Supreme Court today granted to 
Mrs. Alva E. Vanderbilt a decree of abso- 
lute divorce from William K. Vanderbilt. 

For nearly a year reports more or less 
definite have been busy with the domestic 
affairs of the Vanderbilts, and yet there 
had not been even a rumor that proceed- 
ings had actually been begun, and the 
announcement that a decree had been 
granted came as a surprise. 

After the first report that the relations 
between the Vanderbilts were strained 
came the story that Mr. Vanderbilt had 
left his wife and gone to Paris where he 
openly paraded his attentions to Nellie 
Neustretter, a well-known young woman, 
who thereupon established herself in ex- 
pensive apartments with a large retinue 
of servants. Even then it was stated that 
friends were making efforts to patch up 
the difficulties between Mr. and Mrs. 
Vanderbilt and to avoid the scandal of di- 
vorce proceedings. Several councils of the 
Vanderbilt family were held and it was be- 
Heved on account of the children, a simple 
separation would be arranged. Justice 
Barrett's decision gives the first news of 


the actual condition of affairs, and more- 


over is the only paper in the case that is 
not secret. 

This decree was granted on the report 
of Edmund Kelly, who was appointed by 
the court to take the testimony. Mrs. Van- 
derbilt brought suit for absolute divorce 
on statutory grounds, and although there 
is no motion of the corespondent’s name 
in the décree; it is supposed that Nue- 
stretter is the woman. The summons and 
complaint were served on Vanderbilt in 
person on the 3d of January. The case 
was pushed ‘along quietly and quickly, 
and on February 5 Referee Kelly made his 
report. He found the allegations of Mrs.

Vanderbilt as set forth in the complaint 
were proven, and that Vanderbilt had 
been guilty of the acts of adultery al- 
leged. He recommended, therefore, a de- 
cree absolute in favor of Mrs. Vanderbilt 
with absolute custody of the children, and 
that Vanderbult should make Mabie 
provision for them and for Mrs. Vander- 
bilt. Vanderbilt was then ordered to ap- 
pear before the court February 11 and 
give evidence as to th® proper amount of 


provision he should make for the wife and | 


children. That hearing was postponed un- 
til today, and Vanderbilt was absent, but 
was represented by counsel who sub- 
mitted a written instrument, executed on 
February 19, making a tender of what 
Vanderbilt was willing to give to his wife 
and children for their maintenance. 

This matter had been arranged between 
Mr. and Mrs. Vanderbilt and the amount 
of the provision is not mentioned in the 
decree. One story is that the, amount 
agreed upon is $3,000,000 and, in addition, 
she is to have possession of the big mar- 
ble town house on Fifth avenue and the 
elegant villa at Newport. On the findings 
of the referee Justice Barrett granted the 
decgee, which states that Alva E. Vander- 
bilt may lawfully marry again during the 
life of Vanderbilt as if he were actually 
dead, but that it will not be lawful for 
Vanderbilt to marry again until the death 
of the plaintiff in this action. The prac- 
tical effect of this prohibition is that Van- 
derbilt cannot marry in the State of New 
York, but may marry elsewhere. “As a 
matter of fact,“ said a friend of Vander- 
bilt, “I know he, for certain reasons, has 
been unhappy in his marriage relations 
and has been anxious to have this case 
pushed from the beginning. It was the 
only course open to him and his open re- 
lations with a well-known woman in 
Paris were maintained for the purpose of 
bringing this thing to an issue. Mrs. Van- 
derbilt owns in her own name the marble 
house and ‘The Cliffs’ at Newport and 
she has other property given to her by 
her husband, who has agreed to pay her 
$250,000 a year until her death. That will 
be hers absolutely, and if she marries 
again she will not forfeit it. There are 
some circumstances in this case that are 
known to only Vanderbilt's friends, and 
they are ready to stand by him.” 

When the cruise of Mr. Vanderbilt's 
yacht Valiant, which left New York with 
a party of Vanderbilt’s friends on board 
November 23, 1893, was unexpectedly cut 
short, fashionable society at once suspected 
that the explanation was to be found in 
the domestic affairs of Mr. and Mrs. Van- 
derbilt. The Valiant’s party was made 
up of Mr. and Mrs. Vanderbilt, Miss Con- 
suela Vanderbilt, Master Harry Vanderbilt, 
Mrs. Rutherford, Winthrop Rutherford, 
Oliver Perry Belmont, Frederick Beach, J. 
Louis Webb and Dr. Edward Keyes.  Ar- 
rangements were made for a ten months’ 
cruise. After four months’ cruise the’ 
yacht returned from the Eastern waters 
and at Nice the party broke up. People 
thought this strange, but it is dowbtful if 
anybody not of the party knew why the 
cruise ended so abruptly. 

Since the day of landing, except for a 
week immediately following in Paris, 


Vanderbilt has lived apart from his wife. 


Mrs. Vanderbilt went to Danesville House, 
her fine seat on the Thames near Hen- 
ley. which was rentéd by Vanderbilt. Van- 
derbilt remained in Paris. Last spring he 
was very conspicuous there and French 
papers contained frequent hints that the 
young American millionaire was having a 
good time. Vanderbilt’s friends asserted 
that when the whole truth was known he 
would be vindicated. This whole truth,” 
however, has taken no more tangible 
shape than rumors. 

Mrs. Vanderbift, at her country place 
across the channel, was regularly informed 
of Vanderbilt’s movements in Paris, and 
in fact. he made no effort at concealment. 
She took the advice of some London 
friends and her lawyers got into com- 
munication with Vanderbilt's lawyers. 


After a deal of offering and rejecting of 


plans it was finally announced that for 
the sake of the children merely a separa- 
tion had been arranged. 

It was about this time that the name 
of Nellie Neustretter began to be linked 
with that of Vanderbilt. She was known 
equally well in London and Paris. She is 
a buxom, good looking woman, apparently 
30 years old, with dashing manner. She 
speaks English with fluency, and she was 
known to Americans who frequented the 
Grand Hotel in Paris and the Cafe Ameri- 
can for occasional late suppers. She is the 
woman who, it is said, is named as co- 
respondent in the divorce proceedings. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt returned to New York 
September 28 last, and went to Newport, 
where a family conclave was held. Sev- 
eral days later there was another family 
conference in Boston and another attempt 
made to prevent Mrs. Vanderbilt from 
bringing divorce proceedings. Mrs. Van- 
derbilt would listen to no attempts from 
her husband’s family. Vanderbilt returned 
to New York on the Teutonic December 
12, and it was reported he had returned 
to effect a reconciliation. He remained at 
his mother’s house for a few days, and 
during the holidays he went to Newport, 
where his wife was living. He drove to 
his wife’s house and took the children out 
driving. but he did not meet his wife. Soon 
after that he went to the Adirondacks, and 
in the middle of January he returned to 
England, where he is supposed to be now. 
Before his departure the divorce suit was 
well under way. Now that it has been 
settled, it was stated today that Mrs. Van- 
derbilt. will also go abroad next week. 

W. K. Vanderbilt was the second son of 
William H. Vanderbilt, and his wealth is 
estimated at $80,000,000: His divorced wife 
was Alva E. Smith, a hardsome Southern 
girl whom he married in 1875. 

Nellie Neustretter, the woman who fur- 
nished the material for Mrs. Vanderbilt's 
divorce, was never in California. New 
York reporters mixed her with Nettie 
Neustadter, a good-looking German cour- 
tesan who used to flourish in San Fran 
cisco and Los Angeles. Nettie went to New 
York and then to London and Paris, but 
she had no style, and she wasn't chic 
enough to captivate a man of Vanderbilt’s 
luxurious tastes. The Neustretter woman 
is of German birth but she is said to be 
one of the most dashing of Paris courte- 
sans.

estate; W. S. Goodfellow represented the 
Pacific Rolling Mills, and James Alva Watt 
appeared for the People’s Home Savings

Interest on the bonds will de 
suspended until the floating debt is paid = 
and improvements will be made to put 2 
the road in a first-class condition. In- 
terest will be reduced to 5 per cent. All 
cable roads cont trolled by the company, 
which have about the same number of 
miles as electric lines, will be ee 
into electric lines. 

Bondholders will furnish the money to 
improve the road and will pay the floating 
debt. Subsequent improvements will be 
paid from the first earnings. Then the 
current interest will be paid. 

The interest coupons, which will be sus- 
pended for three years, will be paid from 
the net income after the payment of cur- 
rent expenses and current interest. NO 
interest will be paid on bonds for three 
years to come. 

It is- understood that the stockholders 
and bondholders are in accord to save the 
road. The stockholders will transfer 51 9% 
per cent. of their stock to the bondhold. 
ers. Then the pres-nt directors will resin 
and their places will be filled by repre- 
sentatives of the bondholders.

The American Bimetallic League Is- 
sues its Address on 
Money Matters. 


to the Single Gold Standard 
and Demand the Restora-

WASHINGTON, March 5.—The follow- 
ing was today issued by the American 
Bimetallic League. It is headed: State- 
ment of issues on which the new party 
will base its campaign. 

The money question is undoubtedly the 
dominant issue of the United States. That 
other questions, however important, must 
wait for this, and which to a greater or 
less extent involves all others, is settled. 
This issue is between the gold standard, 
gold bonds and bank currency on one side 
and the bimetallic standard, no bonds 
and government currency on the other. 

First—On this issue we declare ourselves 
to be unalterably opposed to the single 
gold standard and demand the immedi- 
ate return to the constitutional standard 
of gold and silver, of the restoration by 
this government independently of any 
foreign vower, of the unobstructed coin- 
age of both gold and silver into standard 
money at the ratio of 16 to 1, and upon 
terms of exact equality, the silver coin 
to be a full legal tender equal with gold 
in payment of all debts and dues, public 
and orivate. 

Second—We hold the power to control 
and regulate a paper currency, insepar- 
able from the power to coin money, and 
hence that the currency intended to cir- 
culate as money should be issued and its 
volume controlled by the general govern- 
ment only and should be legal tender. 

Third—We are unalterably opposed to 
the issuance by the United States of in- 
terest-bearing bonds in time of peace and 
demand the payment of all coin obliga- 
tions of the United States, as provided 
by existing laws, in either gold or silver 
coin at the option of the government, and 
not at the option of the creditor. On this 
issue we appeal from the dictation of 
the money power to the intelligence and 
the patriotism of the American public. 


ADDRESS TO THE PEOPLE. 


The signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence held that a decent respect of the 
opinions of mankind required that rea- 
sons should be given for dissolving the 
bonds that had bound the colonies to 
Great Britain, so we, who find it neces- 
sary to sever our relations with the

| CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Shortage Discovered in the Accounts 
of the Organization.

NEARLY ANNIHILATED. 


Tremendous Fire in Trinidad—Losses 
Four Millions.

NEW YORK, March 5.—A special dis-

STARTLING DEVELOPMENTS ARE 
- BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 


An Acid that Will Wipe Out the 
Ink on a Written Check and 
that Will Absolutely Defy 
Detection.

OMAHA (Neb.,) March.5.—Startling de- 
velopments have been brought to light in 
the Union Pacific check-raising swindle 
today which are calculated to alarm all 
corporations paying in checks. 

The discovery was made that the gang 
who operated on the Union Pacific sys- 
tem have a method of erasing ink with 
an acid which defies the best made paper 
guaranteed to show the slightest presence 
of acid or other foreign substance. The 
amount secured by the work of the gang 
is not yet known, but it is not as large 
as at first supposed. The fact is not re- 
garded as of much importance, however, 
as compated with the new process which 
is puzzling the company’s chemists and 
detectives. The paper on which the 
checks are printed have been regarded un- 
til now as being absolutely proof against 
manipulation, but the operations of the 
gang of experts shattered all claims of 
the inventors of the paper that their in- 
vention is acid proof. 

The checks which were raised failed to 
‘show a single erasure mark, and the 
amount of the check in figures in the 
right hand corner as well as the written 
amount in the body of the check were 
wiped out as completely as if cloth had 
been used in removing dust from a table 
top.

Frank Brown, local treasurer of the 
Union Pacific Company, stated that he 
had never seen checks so flawlessly al- 
tered as in the Denver case. They had 
passed through his hands, but a powerful 
glass had failed to show the least mani- 
festation, and if he had not known the 
checks were raised he would have sworn 
that they were as originally, made. It 
was his opinion that no altered checks 
would turn up on the theory that the 
men had been able to clean up quite a 
sum and would leave for other fields to 
prosecute their rascality. 

What is to be done is the question which 
is perplexing the minds of officials at the 
Union Pacific headquarters today. They 
argue that the puncturing of the amount 
of a check on its face by a machine in- 
vented for the purpose can be filled out 
with papier mache, painted over and a 
new puncture made fora different amourt: 
that chemically prepared papers are of 
no avail with the discovery of acids that 
will wipe out the most reliahle ink as 
easily as dirt may be displaced with 
water. 


Detectives After Them. 
DENVER (Colo.,) March 5.—W. T. 
Canna, chief of the Union Pacific Railway 
detectives, is making investigition of the 
check-raising frauds along that line last 
month. Mr. Canna says the parties who 
raised the checks made only a few hundree 
dollars, but he has no doubt that if their 
operations had not been discovered they 
would have renewed the attempt next

Arizona Weather. 


(Arizona Citizen) The monthly mete- 
orological summary issued under the di- 
rection of Mr. Burrows ot the Tueson 
weather station is full of interest. For 
the month ending February 28 the high- 
est temperature was 82 deg., and the low- 
est temperature was 29 deg. above zero. 
The mean temperature was 54.4 deg. On 
the first three days of February the ther- 
mometer fell to 30. This was caused by 
the cold winds blowing from the snow- 
capped peaks of the Santa Ritas. The 
second cold snap was on the 17th, when 
a cold wind also prevailed. On the 13th 
and 26th there was a trace of moisture, 
otherwise the month was absolutely dry. 
The mean temperature for February for 
ten years is 53 deg. above zero, and the 
average precipitation for the same time 
is .91 of an inch. The number of abso- 
lutely clear days in February was four- 
teen; partly cloudy, eleven; cloudy, three, 
but there were no frosts. Although this 
month by Arizonians was considered un- 
usually cold, stiil, taken on the whole, it 
was hard to beat. ;

GENERAL BUSINESS Topics. 

One of the latest and most remarkable 
developments in agricultural affairs in 
California is the leasing by Chinese of a 
number of fruit ranches in the. northern 
part of the State. 

A syndicate of wealthy Chinese of San 
Francisco, composed of members of the 
Chinese Six Companies, has secured a 
lease on that portion of the ranch of Gen. 
John C. Bidwell, the Chico millionaire, 
that is devoted to orchards, and during 
the coming fruit season several hundred 
Chinese laborers will be shipped to Chico 
to work on the property. The Pacific 
Fruit-packing Company, whose large can- 
nery was one of the few establishments of 
the kind that ran full time during the 
past two fruit seasons, is interested in the 

and will pack much of the product 
of the ranch. Gen. Bidwell’s orchard was 
for many years the most extensive fruit- 
producing ranch in California, ‘and still 
ranks second, containing between 4000 
and 5000 acres planted in deciduous fruits. 

Nor has the syndicate stopped at the 
one place. Several extensive orchards in 
the northern fruit belt, which comprises 
the districts about Marysville, Chico, Vina, 
Willows, Red Bluff and Oroville, and ag- 
gregating several thousand acres, have 
been secured at rentals varying from $1000 
to $5000 per year. 

It is understood that Chinese laborers 
will be shipped from San Francisco to 
the ranches to undertake all the work. 
As these laborers get all their supplies 
from the Chinese merchants in Gan Fran- 
cisco, these in turn getting many of them 
from China, the result will be to inter- 
fere seriously with the trade of merchants 
in the cities named. The surplus white 
labor which has hitherto found employ- 
ment during the summer in the orchards 
is also likely to prove an element of 
trouble. 

This is certainly not a condition of af- 
fairs that can be viewed with satisfaction 
by those who take an interest in the de- 
velopment of the State. So far the activ- 
ity of the Chinese in this section as culti- 
vators of the soii has been confined al- 
most entirely to the raising of vegetahles, 
which they do in some cases on quite an 
extensive scale. The remedy for such a 
condition can only be found in small farms 
which are sufficient to keep a man and

MISJOINDER OF PLAINTIFFS IN A 
DAMAGE SUIT. 

Judge Van Dyke yesterday rendered his 
decision in the case of J. D. Fyke et al., 
Is. the Los Angeles Consolidated Electric 
Railway Company, which was recently sub- 
mitted to him on demurrer, ordering that 
said demurrer be sustained for the rea- 
sons given in the following brief opinion: 

‘Phis action is brought to recover dam- 
ages for the death of B. A. Fyke, caused 
by alleged negligence of the defendants. 
The plaintiffs are J. D. Fyke, as adminis- 
trator of the estate of B. A. Fyke, and 
individually, and M. A. Fyke. The former 
sues both as heir at law of E. A. Fyke, 
deceased, and as administrator of the es- 


tate of H. A. ke, and M. A.

The demurrer, therefore, to the com- 
plaint on the ground of misjoinder of plain- 
tiffs is well taken, and must be sustained. 

A SENSATIONAL DAMAGE SUIT. 

In Department Six yesterday the trial 
of the case of L. E. Chittenden vs. J. II. 
Tolfree, an action for damages for. alleged 
malicious prosecution, was commenced 
before Judge McKinley'and a jury. 

Most of the day’s session was consumed 
in securing a jury, but after the panel 
had been completed the pleadings were 
read and all the necessary preliminaries 
disposed of, so that the taking of testi- 
mony may be at once proceeded with when 
court convenes this morning. 

The plaintiff alleges four distinct causes 
of action in his complaint, and asks judg- 
ment amounting in the aggregate to 
$22,500. He avers, in the first place, that 
the defendant on Janu 20, 1894, di- 
rected his brother, L. H. Tolfree, tv go 
before N. R. Wilkeson, a justice of the 
peace of Kern county, and, swear to a 
complaint charging him with grand lar- 
ceny thereby maliciously and without 
probable cause obtaining plaintiff's arrest 
and subsequent imprisonment for sixteen 
hours. The case being dismissed on March 
1, 1894, without examination, he asks 85000 
damages for the injury to nis good name 
—— inconvenience occasioned by his ar- 
rest. 

Secondly, he alleges that on January 21, 
1894, defendant directed his brother to 
go before F. W. Craig, another justice of 
Kern county, and swear to a complaint 
charging plaintiff with the burglary of 
the Depot Hotel at Mojave and the theft 
of $904 therefrom. This case was dis- 
missed on January 24, and he therefore 
asks for $5000 more. 

Thirdly, he alleges hat à new complaint 
was sworn to before Jus‘ice Craig on Jan- 
uary 24, 1894fi upon which he was subse- 
quentiy examined and heli to answer, but 
subsequently obtained his releay3 through. 
the medium of habeas corpus proceedings 
in Los Angeles county. Ile claims the 
defendant caused his arrest, et., to be 
published in The Times, and that one e- 
tective Insley caused his photograph to 
Le placed on exhibition in the ‘rogue’s 
gallery. to his damage in che further 
sum of $10,000. 

Lastly, he asks $2500 more for the action 
of the defendant in attaching the sum ot 
$725 which he had on deposit in the Farm 
ers’ and Merchants’ Bank in this city. 

The defendant denies that he was in- 
fluenced by malice, and sets up as his de- 
fense that there was probable cause for 
pod actions in the prosecution of Chitten- 

SENT TO HIGHLANDS. 

In accordance with the recommendation 
of Drs. Wernigk and McGowan, the com- 
missioners by whom he was examined, a 
wild and woolly Hibernian named Patrick 
Rogers, 46 years of age, was duly ad- 
judged insane and committed to the State 
asylum at Highlands by Judge Clark yes- 
terday afternoon. : 

Rogers, who has peculiarly lofty idecs 
upon various subjects, camped under a 
tree on the Short ranch some six months 
ago, remaining on the place ever since. 
On the plea that he had consumption he 
declined to work for his living, but was 
equally opposed to going to a hospital. 
His fithy habits and unpleasant halluci- 
nations made his presence undesirable, 
however, and as he was unable to take 
care of himself it was deemed advisable 
to send him to an asylum. 

When questioned by Judge Clark yes- 
terday afternoon Rogers quoted Jame: 
Russell Lowell and other well known 
authors glibly, and gravely informed the 
court that he had gleaned a knowledge of 
chemistry while sawinw ood for his board 
at Claremont College. ‘ 

M’CARTY WANTS TO PLEAD. 

Upon motion of the District Attorney an 
information was filed in the Superior 
Court yesterday morning charging J. J. 
McCarty with having assaulted H. H.

26 last. The defendant being in court

DISCUSSION ON THE SUBJECT o 
STOCK. 


A Reward for Andy Parks—Juvenil 
Industry—Notes from the Ho- 
tels—Briefs and Personal 
Mention. 


PASADENA, March 5.—(Speclal Corre- 
goondence.) The circular recently issued 
by the Pasadena Lake Vineyard Land and 
Water Company to its stockholders is 
creating considerable comment and dis- 
cussion among the interested parties. The 
document referred to proposes an amend- 
ment to the second article of the charter, 
defining the rights and powers of the di- 
rectors, whieh it is suggested be so al- 
tered as to give the board er ‘‘to lease, 
sell or otherwise dispose 
use surplus water, benefit of the 
stockholders, under such rules and regu- 
lations as may be established from time 
to time“ by that body. Heretofore, under 
the old charter the company has been un- 
able to dispose of surplus water and the 
furnishing of water to any but stockhold- 
ers would invalidate the charter. The 
original corporation was rather upon the 
mutual benefit plan, and not an associa- 
dion for profit, therefore dividends were, 
and are at present, a manifest impossi- 
bility. The company claims that this 
arrangement was suited to the needs 
of a small and sparsely settled colony, 
such as Pasadena was when the company 
155 organized, but that such conditions 
ave long been out-grown and are un- 
fitted for a large and constantly growing 
community where business must be con- 
ducted on business principles, and sur- 
plus. commodities disposed of. All land 
„within the district included by their cor- 
poration is entitled to water, and each 
stockholder may draw from the common 
store water in proportion to the amount 
of his shares, and is further supplied and 
assessed therefor on a guess-work system, 
based upon the number of faucets in use. 
No meters are in use and there is no 
means of detecting waste and charging 
the same to the consumer. The directors 
have no means of raising revenues for the 
placing of meters, as all the present dues 
are absorbed in necessary improvements 
and service. No salaries, other than to the 
five persons constituting the working exe- 
cutive force, are paid out, and the di- 
rectors maintain that persons who give 
their time to the interests of the company 
should have proper remuneration therefor, 
Which is impossible under the present 
plan. The stockholders, upon the other 
nd, are fearful that the surplus“ would 
decome a deficit ff the directors 
were permitted to dispose of it, and with 
a national object lesson upon that subject 
before them they hesitate to place in 
the hands of the board any temptation to 
speculation. They claim that while it is 
perfectly true that there is now an abun- 
dant surplus, it results largely from the 
non- use of the water by stockholders who 
own vacant property, and that when the 
town’ fs solidly built up, as it promises 
to be in the near future, the assessments 
will de sufficient to meat all legitimate 
demands upon the revenues of the com- 
Dany and the surplus will disappear, and 
all the water that can be developed within 
tthe district owned by the company will 
be required. About 1700 votes are still 
lacking of the necessary majority to se- 
cure the adoption of the amendment and 
its fate is still in doubt. There is a 
growing sentiment expressed in favor of 
municipal ownership of water, but under 
present conditions that is impossible.

Need of New School 
Tramps Will not Work. 
POMONA, March 5.—(Special Corre- 


spondence.) The crowded condition of the 
public schools of Pomona is evidence of 


ore] the rapid growth in population that this 


valley has, and means, also, that new school 
buildings. wil have to be erected in a 
year or two at the outside. There are 
1057 pupils now in attendances at the pub- 
Mo schools here. This is an increase of 
ninety-seven since last September, and 161 
in twelve months. When Pomona erected 
two handsome school buildings in 1592, 
at an expense of $40,000, it was thought 
sufficient room for the boys and girls in 
school had been provided for six or seven 
years, but the number of pupils has grown 
o fast as not only to crowd the new 
school structures but to fill all the outside 
and cheap wooden schoolhouses that were 
erected in past years as temporary build- 
ings. The average number of pupils now 
ucder each teacher here is fifty-four. Some 
teachers have seventy pupils. The Board 
of Education is already kept busy making 
provision for taking care of the increas- 
ing army of boys and girls in this town, 
and looks with dismay upon the prospect 
for 1896 and 1897 unless more school room 
is provided. Stven years ago there were 
361 pupils in the Pomona schools, and five 
years ago 490.

HERBERT CLARKE NOW LIVING 
ON EASY STREET. 


Something Better to Occupy His 
Time Than Running Around 
Seeking Proof to Deprive 
Him of a Sinecure. 


The very intertsting proceedings in re- 
lation to ithe will of the late Senator Fair 
have been the means of advertising certain 
of the products of Southern California.
